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PREFACE 


The  Alberta  Bureau  of  Statistics  will  release  the  annual  Alberta  Economic  Accounts. 
1990  publication  later  this  year.  This  preliminary  report  contains  the  consolidated  GDP 
tables  and  is  provided  to  users  who  require  more  timely  indicators  as  to  how  the  economy 
performed  in  1990.  For  the  second  year,  we  are  providing  new  information  for  the  current 
year  (1990)  only.  All  historical  (1961-1989)  data  remains  unchanged  from  the  1989  Alberta 
Economic  Accounts  publication.  Revisions  to  the  historical  data  and  to  the  preliminary 
1990  estimates  will  occur  when  the  final  1990  publication  is  released. 

The  complete  set  of  tables  that  are  found  in  the  annual  Alberta  Economic  Accounts 
publication  have  also  been  updated.  This  detailed  information  is  available  only  on  diskette. 
The  diskette  also  contains  tables  showing  the  details  of  manufacturing  exports  and  value  of 
non-farm  business  inventories  by  industry,  which  are  not  available  in  publication  form. 

This  report  contains  data  for  1985  to  1990  for  GDP  and  its  components  for  the 
income  and  expenditure  accounts  in  current  dollars;  the  expenditure  account  in  constant 
(1986)  dollars;  implicit  price  indexes;  and  GDP  by  industry.  Growth  rates  for  these  tables 
are  also  included.  Historical  data  for  all  tables  for  1961  to  1989  are  available  in  the 
1989  Alberta  Economic  Accounts  publication,  or  on  a diskette  which  can  be  obtained  by 
contacting:

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INTRODUCTION 


This  report  contains  summary  tables  detailing  Alberta’s  economic  production  in  1990 
as  measured  by  preliminary  estimates  of  gross  domestic  product  (GDP).  The  tables  include 
preliminary  estimates  of  GDP  and  its  components  for  both  the  income  and  expenditure 
accounts.  We  also  have  included  tables  showing  constant  dollar  estimates  of  the  expenditure 
account,  implicit  price  indexes,  and  gross  domestic  product  by  industry  as  well  as  year-over- 
year percent  changes  for  each  of  the  tables.  As  noted  in  the  preface,  final  data  will  be 
released  later  this  year  with  the  publication,  Alberta  Economic  Accounts.  1990. 

This  publication  contains  only  the  tables  listed  above.  The  complete  set  of  tables 
contained  in  the  annual  Alberta  Economic  Accounts  publication  is  also  available  on  diskette. 


The  narrative  and  explanatory  notes  presented  in  this  report  are  condensed  in 
comparison  to  the  annual  Alberta  Economic  Accounts  publication,  which  contains  more 
complete  information  on  concepts  and  methodology  as  well  as  more  detailed  information 
on  the  different  sectors  of  the  Alberta  economy. 
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THE  ALBERTA  ECONOMY  IN  1990 


Preliminary  estimates  show  that  the  value  of  goods  and  services  produced  in  Alberta, 
as  measured  by  GDP  in  current  dollars,  reached  a level  of  $72.6  billion  in  1990,  an  increase 
of  8.7%  over  the  1989  level.  The  economy  was  led  by  a very  strong  construction  sector,  with 
residential  construction  jumping  25.3%  and  the  non-residential  component  increasing  13.2%. 
Exports  had  the  highest  rate  of  growth  since  1981  (9.8%),  mainly  due  to  rising  oil  prices 
brought  on  by  the  conflict  in  the  Persian  Gulf. 

In  constant  (1986)  dollars,  the  domestic  economy  improved  with  Final  Domestic 
Demand  (FDD  - the  sum  of  personal  and  government  expenditures,  plus  gross  fixed  capital 
formation)  growing  by  3.3%,  compared  to  the  2.3%  rate  attained  in  1989. 

The  balance  of  trade  in  real  terms  declined  $1.1  billion  (23.7%)  during  the  year  as 
imports  grew  by  6.1%  while  exports  rose  by  only  0.8%,  mainly  due  to  a decline  in  the 
volume  of  oil  exported.  The  net  result  for  the  economy  was  a growth  of  0.5%  for  real  GDP. 

The  income  of  individuals  was  not  affected  by  the  declining  balance  of  trade,  as  the 
growth  rate  for  Personal  Income  improved  from  7.3%  in  1989  to  8.6%  in  1990. 


Highlights  of  the  Expenditure  Account 

Consumer  expenditures  in  current  dollars  registered  a 7.5%  rate  of  growth.  An 
increase  of  8.5%  in  the  expenditure  on  services  led  this  gain,  while  expenditures  on 
durable  goods  went  up  8.1%.  In  constant  (1986)  dollars,  the  level  of  spending 
increased  2.3%. 
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Government  current  expenditures,  which  measures  spending  by  all  levels  of 
government  was  up  6.6%  in  1990.  In  real  terms  government  spending  was  up  0.6%, 
somewhat  lower  than  the  2.0%  growth  in  1989. 

Gross  fixed  capital  formation  was  the  strongest  area  of  growth  in  the  economy.  The 
combined  growth  for  all  types  of  investment  was  10.8%  (6.9%  real),  with  business 
residential  construction  having  the  highest  rate  of  growth  at  25.3%  (17.1%  real). 
Non-residential  construction  also  had  a good  year,  with  activity  increasing  13.2% 
(8.0%  real).  The  growth  rate  for  investment  in  new  machinery  and  equipment 
declined  slightly  from  1989  with  an  increase  of  1.2%  (2.1%  real). 

The  value  of  physical  change  in  inventories  declined  by  $86  million  in  1990  after 
increasing  for  both  1988  and  1989.  Declines  of  $180  million  in  non-farm  inventories 
and  of  $15  million  in  grain  in  commercial  channels  more  than  offset  a 
build-up  of  $109  million  in  farm  inventories. 

Total  exports  out  of  Alberta  (this  includes  exports  to  the  rest  of  Canada  and  the  rest 
of  the  world)  increased  by  9.8%  in  1990,  the  highest  rate  of  growth  since  1981. 
However,  most  of  this  increase  was  a result  of  increasing  prices,  as  real  exports  went 
up  only  0.8%.  The  price  of  crude  oil  increased  by  24.3%  as  a result  of  the  conflict 
in  Kuwait,  while  the  volume  of  oil  exported  declined  by  2.4%. 

The  value  of  imports  into  Alberta  increased  by  6.2%  in  current  dollars  (6.1%  real). 
The  growth  rate  in  constant  dollars  was  about  the  same  as  current  dollars  due  to  the 
unique  situation  of  declining  prices  for  some  commodities  (e.g.,  computers,  primary 
metals)  offsetting  price  increases  for  other  commodities. 
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Highlights  of  the  Income  Account 


Wages  and  salaries  grew  by  8.2%  due  to  the  combined  effects  of  increasing  wages 
and  a 1.4%  increase  in  the  number  of  employed  workers.  The  1990  growth  rate  was 
down  slightly  from  the  rates  achieved  in  1988  and  1989,  but  was  still  much  higher 
than  the  rates  of  approximately  2%  registered  in  1986  and  1987. 

Corporation  profits  continued  to  rebound  from  the  decline  in  1988  with  an  increase 
of  9.2%,  up  from  the  growth  of  3.8%  recorded  in  1989.  Most  of  this  increase  can  be 
attributed  to  the  rise  in  oil  prices. 

Accrued  farm  income  declined  again  last  year  with  a drop  of  29.3%.  Combined  with 
the  decrease  of  38.8%  measured  in  1989,  the  level  of  farm  income  has  dropped 
56.7%  from  the  record  $1.1  billion  attained  in  1988. 

The  rate  of  growth  for  interest  and  miscellaneous  investment  income  went  up  from 
10.7%  in  1989  to  14.8%  last  year. 


Other  Highlights 

Gross  Domestic  Product  bv  Industry 


Alberta’s  construction  industry  led  the  economy  with  a growth  of  14.9%,  the  third 
year  in  a row  with  strong  growth.  Mining  rebounded  from  a decline  of  3.5%  in  1988  and 
an  increase  of  6.0%  in  1989  with  a growth  of  13.5%.  Forestry  was  one  of  the  top  three 
growth  industries  in  Alberta  for  the  fourth  consecutive  year,  climbing  by  9.5%.  Agriculture 
fell  for  the  second  year,  dropping  from  the  peak  attained  in  1988  to  a level  lower  than  was 
attained  in  1986. 
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Personal  Income 


Personal  income  grew  8.6%  compared  to  7.3%  in  1989.  The  main  sources  of  this 
growth  were  wages  and  salaries  which  increased  8.2%,  and  interest  income  of  persons  which 
rose  11.9%.  Farm  income  was  the  only  component  of  personal  income  to  decline,  dropping 
27.1%.
